Sir, : : | 
Writ to you yeſterday by your good friend Maſter P. but in 
Pi haſte, and ſo abruptly, - that it cannot in'any meaſure an- 
A fwer cither your expefation or my deſires of wars” fr, you. 
I know you muft 'needs long to heare what Progrefie is made 
in our Viſitation: Truly ſo little, that I cannot well: tell whether 
it be begun. Friday Ze 4. was deſigned for the day ; and the 
Viſitors from Loxdes had pcremptorily reſolved to be here, and 
were as confidently expeted. But they were diverted by the un- 
expected newes of the Armies rebelling againſt the two Houſes, 
rogether with a high Mutiny of the Garriſon kere (two dayes be- 
fore the Viſitors ſhould have come downe ) who not only refuſed * 
to dizband, but detained the 3500. |. which was ſent downe to 
pay them upon their disbanding. The Parliament, while the mo- 
ney was upon the way hither, being informed that they meant 
not to disband, ſent Poſt after the money, to have it brought 
back : but their menflenger was too flow: ; for it was got into Ox- 
ford before he overtooke it :and the Garriſon! notwithſtanding 
the Parliaments command, were reſolved not to part with it. 
Whereupon the Convoy of Dragoones, who had guarded it from 
Loxdon hither, attempting £0 have it back againe, the Garriſon- 
Souldiers fell upon them in the high ſtrect (the money ſtanding 
loaden betwixt them) wounded many of them, and quickly beat 
them out of the Towne, leaving their money and their waggon &
